JUDGE MURPHY AT THE FAIR GROUNDS 

Accepts Appointment to Preside at Crescent City 
"Winter Meeting — List of Other Officials. 

NEW ORLEANS La., September 9. — Joseph A. 
Murphy of St. Louis again will be presiding judge 
at the Business Men’s Racing Association’s winter 
meeting at the Fair Grounds. This was definitely 
decided at a recent meeting at the Business Men’s 
Racing Association, held in the Machcca Building of- 
fices. Judge Murphy already had been communicated 
with, and his acceptance received. .T. B. Campbell 
of this city and S. C. Nuckols, Jr., of Kentucky will 
be associate judges, they together with judge Mur- 
phy. to have equal voice in conducting the racing. 

A. B. Dade will again do the starting. Joseph 
McLennan will act as racing secretary, Herman 
Conkling clerk of the scales, Malcolm McFarlane 
and John Carey patrol judges, and Julius Ileeder as- 
sistant-secretary and entry clerk. I)r. W. A. Gil- 
laspie will be track physician. 

Much progress has been made on the immense 
project of remodeling the Fair Grounds. Kesurfac* 
ing the track has been completed, eight inches of 
selected sand having been spread all around and 
scraped, harrowed and rolled into a splendid graded 
course; more than half the barns have been entirely 
rebuilt and re-roofed and many new barns are in 
the course of construction. 

Roads have been rebuilt throughout the grounds. 
The infield lias been leveled and within the next 
fifteen days landscape gardeners will start the big 
job of makng the infield and lawn a beauty spot. 

GRANDSTAND NEARING COMPLETION. 

The foundation work for the grandstand moved 
from City Park was completed. Friday, and Satur- 
day the first steel column was placed in position 
and bolted. The entire City Park grandstand now 
stands beside the site of the Fair Grounds stand 
destroyed by fire and is waiting to be put in place. 
The Bedell Structural and Steel Works, contractors, 
promise to have the stand entirely erected within 
fifteen days. The steel paddock from City Park 
will be removed to the Fair Grounds and re-ereeted 
as an immense modern barn with a capacity of 
sixty-four large stables. 

Thirty thousand pounds of cold water paint and 
two machines for painting barns inside and out have 
been delivered to the Fair Grounds, and active work 
finishing up the barus sfl ready constructed will begin 
Monday. 

President B. C. McClellan and manager It. S. 
Eddy reported the result of their tour in the east. 
Among the horsemen who have given their word 
they positively will be here are: Fred Burlew, who 

campaigns a fine winter stable; Frank Taylor, who 
has the horses of J. J. Hollenbeck; Ed “Snapper” 
Garrison, who trains for Mont ford Jones; T. J. 
Carroll, a newcomer in racing who recently pur- 
chased the great horse Westy Hogan from Wil- 
frid Viau; J. W. McClelland, owner of Eternal, 
The Wanderer and many others; Frank Regan, 
with a small but select stable; W. S. Shields, with 
the horses owned by E. R. Thomas; Major Thomas 
Clay McDowell, owner of Precious, Olive Wood and 
many other highly rated thoroughbreds, and Richard 
Carman, who has Carmandale, Startling and a dozen 
others. 

S. C. Hildreth, who owns Purchase, Cirrus and 
a score of other noted racers, said he will let the 
local association know within a week if he can come 
down, lie was all fixed last winter to come down, 
but heard stable accommodations wore none too good. 



DOMINIQUE’S PROSPECTS IN FUTURITY 

Many Expert Horsemen Concede Him Good Chance 
to Beat Man o’ War in Saturday’s Big Race. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., September 9.- — That Domi- 
nique will have a following to beat Man o’ War in 
the Futurity seems to be evident among horsemen. 
They do not say positively that the Hildreth colt 
will beat the Riddle entry, but are convinced 

he will he a factor. His victory over Cleopatra 
last Wednesday and the latter’s pronounced victory 
over Upset in the Champagne Stakes on Saturday 
has given the Dominique stock a boost in expert 
circles. Sam Hildntli, owner of Dominique, is 

bending every straw to have his candidate ready 
for next Saturday and it is safe to say no horse 
will go to the post more fit. He could have 
started Dominique in the Champagne, but had lie 
won it a penalty would have followed, which he 
did not care to take up against Man o’ War. 

“That old Fpturity looks pretty g*rod to -me,” said 
Hildreth, “and though I might have won that $3,575 
in the Champagne, it might have deprived me of 
winning the Futurity. Wiiat is more, a race 

of seveh-eighths may have knocked out my colt, so 
there were two reasons why I did not start him. 
My colt has a hard race in front of him next Satur- 
day ami I don’t care to make it any harder.” 

Man o’ War will carry 130 pounds in the Futurity 
and Dominique 122, a difference of eight pounds. It 
will be an advantage for the latter, but this is offset 
by the fact that Man o’ War lias many times con- 
vinced Mr. Riddle and his trainer, Louis Feustel, 
that weight has no terrors for him. That Mail o’ 
War will be the public choice there is no question, 
though Dominique will run a close second in the 
quotations.

WON EVERY FLAT RACE ON PROGRAM 



TORONTO, Ont., September 9. — “Many things 
are unlawful that are not of themselves improper 
or immoral,” writes Francis Nelson, the widely 
known racing official. “And the law makes many 
discriminations. It is a punishable offense in cer- 
tain counties of Maryland to go game hunting on 
election day. It is equally against the law in New 
Jersey, Delaware, Virginia and Maryland to hunt 
on days when snow is on the ground. It is legal 
to preach the Gospel in any building, or even on t lie 
street corners, in the city of Toronto, but j’ou can 
be sent to jail for preaching in a city park. That 
an act may he lawful in one place and not in an- 
other is one of the commonest .principles of juris- 
prudence. Hence, for one thing, the consensus of 
legislatur s in every country in the British Empire, 
Canada included, in making betting on horse races 
illegal off the course, while it is perfectly lawful 
inside the course.” 

The record made by the horses of owner C. B. 
Irwin at the Cheyenne, Wyo., meeting, when they 
won five races in one afternoon, does not surpass 
the late Mr. Joseph E. Seagram, whose colors were 
carried home in front five times in one day at 
Wood biue. In a way it was a better performance 
than that of the Irwin stable, for Mr. Seagram won 
every flat race on the day’s program. The sixth 
was a steeplechase, in which he had no starter. 
While nothing lias been made public as to tin* dis- 
jtosition of tiie estate of the late president of the 
Ontario Jockey Club, it is believed that there will 
be a sale of His groat breeding establishment di- 
rected by tiie will. That, however, is not taken tp 
mean the disappearance of the black and yellow 
jacket which lias meant so much to Canadian race- 
goers.

EMPIRE STAKES ARE WELL PATRONIZED 



Many ol" the Best Racers in Training Named for 
Autumn Events at Popular Yonkers Track. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., September 9. — The ten 
stakes of the Empire City Racing Association, 
which will be decided during the autumn meeting, 
scheduled to ojH*n on Oct ob<‘ r 13 and -conclude Oc- 
tober 25, have closed most satisfactorily with some 
of the best thoroughbreds in training named for the 
various events. 

The Col uni bus Handicap, at a mile and an eighth, 
which will be the feature of the opening day, for 
three-year olds and over; tin* Victory Handicap, at a 
mile and a quarter, for the same ages, and the 
Westchester Handicap, at a mile, for all ages, all 
give promise of sensational contests, as the nomi- 
nations include such phenomenal performers ns 
Purchase, Naturalist, Lucullite, Hollister, War 
Cloud, Star Master Over There, Thunderclap, Fairy 
Wand, Spur, Bally, Com Tassel, Hannibal. Westy 
Hogan, Enfilade, Lord Brighton, Valor, Old Rose- 
bud. Ticklish. Ilendrie, War Zone, Sennings Park, 
together with numerous others of lesser note. 

There lias been considerable discussion this year 
ns to which thoroughbred is entitled to champion- 
ship honors over the mile route. Opinion a month 
ago favored Naturalist, but within the past week 
Lucullite has made many friends anil it should be 
an even thing between this fleet pair over a course 
like Empire. War Cloud, Star Master and Hollister 
are all horses with extreme speed. Rally is another 
Westchester candidate that is fond of the distance 
and of the track. Westy Hogan, Hannibal and Sen- 
nings Park, as well as Valor and Enfilade, are 
partial to a mile, while, of course. Purchase is at 
home over any route. 

HOMELY A SPEEDY YOUNGSTER. 

Two two-year-olds are among the nominations for 
the Westchester. Homely, recently purchased by 
Lawrence A. Waterbury, and Bersagliore, a hand- 
some youngster that was bred by Gifford A. Coch- 
ran at his Mt. Kisco Stud, are named and will 
probably start. Homely has always hern running 
away from her opponents in the three-quarter races 
in which she has taken part, and she should show 
a good class effort at a mile. Minute Man and 
Plaudit when two-year-olds defeated such fast 
horses as McCliesney and Ben Brush, so there is 
precedent for giving a juvenile a chance in the 
best of company at this distance. 

The Columbus Handicap, which has $2,500 added, 
should be one of the best races of the autumn 
season. The w'eather in mid-October is usually of 
the best, the various insect^pests which arc preva- 
lent during the summer having disappeared, horses 
train more kindly and as a consequence run more 
truly to form than in the summer months. The dis- 
tance of the Columbus will favor such performers 
as Purchase. Star Master, War Cloud, Spur, Corn 
Tassel, Valor and Thunderclap. Naturalist and 
Lucullite, however, may surprise the talent by stay- 
ing the extra eighth. The fact that Thomas Welsh 
and S. C. Hildreth, their respective trainers, have 
nominated them for the Victory Handicap, which 
is at a milq, and a quarter, would indicate that 
they do not share the popular belief that these 
horses are sprinters essentially. Horses of great 
speed which may be placed in the early part of 
their races sometimes put up astonishing perform- 
ances over a long route. All of this adds to the 
uncertainty of the turf and brings about that. dif- 
ference of opinion which is one of the fascinating 
characteristics of horse racing. 

The present year has been one of brilliant suc- 
cess on the Jockey Club courses and it is safe to 
say that the sport at Empire City will be in keep- 
ing with that which has gone before it.

M. J. WINN APPROVES PREPARATIONS 



Visits Lexington Track and Is Pleased with Ar- 
rangements Made for Meeting Opening Saturday. 



LEXINGTON. Ky., September 9.— Col. Matt J. 
Winn, vice-president and general manager of the 
Kentucky Jockey Club, came to Lexington today 
from Cincinnati, visited the local track with man- 
ager R. L. Raker and racing secretary W. II. Shel- 
ley. went over the premises and approved -the prep- 
arations that are being made for the fall race 
meeting to open Saturday. Col. Winn left tonight 
for Iionisville. 

In uniformity with Latonia and Louisville, the 
daily admission fee here is to be $2.00. plus twenty 
cents war tax, for men, and $1.00. plus ten cents 
war tnx. for women. Those desiring admission to 
the clubhouse will pay $1.00. plus ten cents war 
tnx. additional. Persons holding members’ badges 
and clubhouse badges cap enter only by the club- 
house entrance. The war tax on these badges is 
thirty cents for men and twenty cents for women.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



WASHINGTON, D. C., September 9. — The senate 
this afternoon without a record vote passed the Edge 
bill authorizing the creation of corporations to 
finance foreign trade. The bill xvas materially 
amended by the senate so that it would provide 
for American control of the corporations ami would 
also make there corporations subject to the bank- 
ing laws of the United States rather than the 
hanking law's of the countries wherein tiie cor- 
porations will operate. 

NEW YORK. N. Y., September 9. — General John 
J. Pershing escaped a resumption today of the tu- 
multuous welcome that greeted him on his arrival 
from France yesterday by remaining in his hotel 
apartment until time to review' a small army of 
2.000 Roy Scouts in Ventral Park this afternoon. 
The scouts w’ere assigned to act as the general’s 
escort in the park, where 50, 000 school children 
were gathered to sing patriotic songs and hear him 
speak. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., Sentemlier 9. — The cost of 
living. President Wilson told the Minnesota legis- 
lature today, is largely due to “a world situation” 
growing out of the sacrifices anil waste of the w'ar. 
Rack of that, added the President, lay the fact that 
the world had not yet learned what the peace 
status would 1 m*. ‘‘The world, is not going to settle 
down.” said he, ‘‘until it learns what part the 
United States is to play in the peace.” 

PARIS, France, September 9. — Joseph Caillanx, 
tiie former premier, who has lieen in prison for more 
than a year charged with having hud treasonable 
dealings with the enemy, will be permitted on 
Wednesday or Thursday to enter a sanitarium, the 
Temps says. Counsel for M. Caillaux requested re- 
cently that lie be" removed from prison on tiie 
ground that his health had been so weakened as to 
cause anxiety. 

HAMMOND. Ind., September 9. — Five men, all 
foreigners, were instantly killed, and fifteen serious- 
ly wounded, several probably fatally, when private 
guards at the Standard Steel Car Works aud police 
fired into a mob of 1.000 striking foreigners which 
hud attacked 200 American workmen when they 
attempted to return to work at the plant today. 

PARIS. France, September 9. — The Roumanian 
delegation to t lie peace conference announced today 
that it would not sign the Austrian peace treaty, 
the signing of which by Austria and various other 
powers interested is set to take place at 10 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. 

COLUMBUS, O., September 9. — Plans for combin- 
ing into one patriotic federation all soldier societies 
and auxiliaries are under way, according to Com- 
mander- in -Chief C. E. Adams of the Graud Army 
of the Republic, meeting here. 

LONDON. England. September 9.— The oldest hotel 
in Northampton. built in 1555, has just been con- 
verted into a movie theater. It is the George 
Hotel, which tiie British government had taken over 
during flie war. 

NEW YORK, N. Y.. September 9. — Cardinal Mer- 
rier. primate of Belgium, will reach New York late 
today on board tiie naval transport Northern Pacific 
to thank America for the aid it sent to his country 
during the war. 



THE RETURNED SOLDIERS VIEWPOINT 



Little Bad Effects from Racing and Great Good 
Can Be Derived from the Sport. 



TORONTO. Ont.. September 9. — The following let- 
ter from a returned soldier appears in the Mail aud 
Empire : 

‘‘Toronto, August 28. 

‘‘I was one of the great majority who read with 
real satisfaction in your issue of Tuesday that tiie 
federal government link at last appointed a com- 
mission to investigate racing in Canada. Having 
only been back from overseas a month today. I have 
no idea wliy racing was banned at all in this coun- 
try. Even in England they did manage to keep the 
sport alive under a great many restrictions — re- 
strictions that caused many owners and breeders to 
sell all their stock, seventy- five per cent of •which 
was taken out of the country. 

‘‘There is a terrible shortage of thoroughbreds in 
England at the present time. I myself attended 
several meetings in June, including Epsom, Derby 
meeting and Ascot and at several other meetings 
saw twenty-four or twenty-six horses turn out for 
a program of six or seven races, which meant there 
would be a walkover on fields of two and three 
horses. But such scanty ’racing d'.l not stop tiie 
British public from seeing them, f»r small meetings 
got crowds of 30.000, and at Doncaster the crowd 
was estimated at 130,000; at Epsom Downs on ihit.y 
day there were hundreds of thousands, which goes 
to show that racing is tiie most popular sport in the 
world. 

‘‘To my way of thinking there is lit*!e bad effect 
on t lie public in general. If racing was carried on 
ill the same way as in England, then there would Le 
good grounds for stopping it here, for in England 
at any race meeting you find crown and anchor, 
pricking the garter and three-card trick; in fact, 
all the “con” games ever invented. Professional tip- 
sters sell their goods on the course, and you take a 
chance of the bookie beating it, unless 3*011 bet 
with a member of Tattersall’s. 

‘‘Here in Canada you see some of tiie cleanest 
racing in the world. It benefits a lot of people, ' he 
farmers get good prices for liny, oats and straw; 
it brings trade to saddlers and also hardw’are deal- 
ers. ami it benefits the country by supplying good 
remounts. The betting end of it sems 10 bother the 
government. Well, where there is racing there will 
always be betting, with government sanction or 
without. Why can’t they pass a law legalizing 
hotting, licensing bookmakers and also have pari- 
mutuels? It would mean that the government would 
get a tidy income, which would help the finances 
of the country, and to stop the liandliooks license 
commission agents, as they are in England, whcie 
they can carry on a betting business by mail, but 
are forbidden by law' to accept any money by hand, 
all bets to be mailed or telegraphed. 

‘‘That itself would mean a lot of money to the 
government in tiie sale of stamps alone. If all 
bookmakers were licensed it woukl be ,mpos<;ble 
for a man to run a hand book, ns it stands to 
reason the public would rather bet vitli tiie licensed 
bookie than one without. Yours, etc.,

FISHING IN GLACIER NATIONAL PARK 

Glacier National Park, situated in northwestern 
Montana. Is a rugged mountain region of unsur- 
passed Alpine character.- It lias an area of 1.534 
acres and contains sensational scenery of marked 
individuality. In the confines of the park there are 
250 glacier- fed lakes of romantic beauty and sixty 
small glaciers. 

The lakes and streams of the park abound in fish 
and the angler is assured of good sport wherever 
he wets a line. For the benefit of our readers we 
publish a few facts concerning the wonderful 
fishing to be enjoyed in this region, taken from a 
circular of information issued by the National Park 
Service. Washington, D. C.: 

Several varieties of trout are found in the park, 
namely, the small flat trout, the cutthroat, Dolly 
Varden and rainbow trout, varying in size from 

half a pound to the large hull and Mackinaw trout 
weighing up to twenty pounds. Of these the gamest 
fighter is the cutthroat, so called from the two 
streaks of red running parallel beneath its gills, 

which inhabits most of the streams and many of the 
lakes. Bull trout are found mostly in St. Mary 

Lake. They can lie depended upon Jo put lip a 

hard fight. Most of the trout rise to a fly during 
June, July and August. Grasshoppers are also 
used at times when they refuse the fly. In Sep- 
tember spinners with a piece of fresh meat are 
effective. ^ # 

All fishing must he In conformity with park regu- 
lations. Fishing is permitted with hook and line 
only, ami never for profit or merchandise. Fishing 
in any particular water may he suspended, or. the 
number of fish that may be taken” by one person 
in any one day from the various streams or lakes 
may be regulated by the superintendent. All fish 
hooked less than eight inches long must he carefully 
► handled with moist hands and returned at once to 
the water if not seriously injured. Fish retained 
should be killed. Twenty fish shall constitute the 
limit for a day’s catch. 

Two Medicine Lake, which was stocked witji fish 
in 1915, is now opened to fishing. Good fishing 
! is also found in the Two Medicine River below 
Trick Falls and in Lower Two Medicine Lake. Two 
Medicine Chalets, on Two Medicine Like, one of the 
groups of permanent Swiss chalets which are main- 
tained and operated throughout the park by the 
Glacier Park Hotel Company, offer accommodations 
for anglers. 

The Cut Bank Chalets are located on the hanks 
of the nortli ‘fork of Cut Bank Creek, which may 
be fished both ways from the camp for a distance 
of from three to five miles with good results. 
Cutthroat trout is the principal variety found here. 

St. Mary Luke is the home of the Mackinaw trout, 
which are caught by trolling from a rowboat. Red 
Eagle Like, located a few' miles from St. Mary 
Chalets, has the reputation of lieing one of the l»est 
fishing spot's in the park. There is also good fish- 
ing in Red Eagle Creek. 

• Baring Creek, which empties into St. Mary Lake 
about a mile above Going -to- the -Sun Chalets, will 
be found w’orthy of a visit. For the large Mackinaw 
trout the upper end of the lake is a good ground. 

Good fishing is to be had near Many Glacier 
Hotel, in Swift Current River, in Canyon Creek, in 
Cracker Like and in Like McDermott. 

Good fishing may lie had at all times in Lake 
McDonald. McDonald Creek and Avalanche Lake 
may also be fished writh excellent results. — Ameri- 
can Field. 

HUNTING, FISHING AND SPORT * 

The first motion pictures in natural colors ever 
taken in the Adironducks are now being secured in 
the heart of the mountains. 

Thomas M. Day of New York recently caught the 
largest brook trout taken from the Penobscot River,* 
Maine, in ten years. The fish weighed four pounds 
one ounce. 

In Oregon you may hunt deer from September 1 
to October 31. Oregon in years past was the most 
famous of all Pacific states for deer hunting, and 
Sherman Powell once killed ten bear in a day in 
southwestern Oregon. 

Plenty of docks are reported in the sand hills of 
Nebraska, season for which opens September 15. 
Stockmen of that state say there (s an abundance 
of prairie-chickens and some good shooting is prom- 
ised sportsmen when that season opens on October 
16. 

The open season for bear in the State of Penn- 
sylvania *is from October 15 to December 15, with 
a penalty of $50 for killing bear out of season. 

A new' state law gives state game commissioners 
power to declare an open season in any county by 
petition that the bear has become a nuisance. 

Small game shooting does not commence in the 
northwestern states until October 1. Resides the 
migratory fowl there are ruffed grouse, blue grouse, 
mountain or blue quail, California partridges. Boh 
Whites and the royal Chinese pheasants to con- 
tend with, and as these birds are plentiful the 
northwestern sportsman’s cup of misery is always 
full during the ojien season, as you can imagine. 

Seventy-five years ago thousands of bison (buf- 
falo) thundered across the plains of Colorado, Kan- 
sas mid Nebraska. They were so plentiful that 
hunters from all over the world went to the West 
and slaughtered them for the mere pleasure of 
killing. Uncle Sam, however, saw that the bison 
were headed for oblivion and liegan to protect them 
in natural preserves. A recent statement from the 
Department of Agriculture shows that the govern- 
ment today lias almosf 1.000 head. Two thousand 
more are privately owaied throughout the United 
States. The secretary of agriculture, it is reported, 
has also provided that buffalo may be given to 
municipalities and public institutions from any sur- • 
plus that may exist in the government herds.
